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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 2/20/04 
has been entered. 

Claims 15-16, 18-19, 23-25, 27-98 are pending in this application. 
Claims 1-14, 17, 20-22 and 26 have been canceled. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 19 and 84-88 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 19 and 88 define XI to be NR3R4, 0R3 etc. In doing so, the valance of 
organic groups are not satisfied. For example, assuming R3 and R4 are H, than, it will 
be CH2-NH2-NH2-CH2. This is wrong. Also R3 is defined as any organic radical. Any 
organic radical is a very broad term and renders claim indefinite. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the Invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

6. Claim 89 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Honda et 
al(US 6,534,546), 

Honda et al, in column 31 , compound 36, anticipate instant pharmaceutical 
composition. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill In the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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8. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v- John Deere Co,, 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

9. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

10. Claims 15-16, 18, 23-24, 28-41, 43-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Honda et al. 

Honda in claim 1 teaches structurally similar compounds and composition as 
claimed herein. Note m and n can be 0, R2 and R3 can be H, and R4 and R5 can be 
hydrogen. The difference between the reference and herein claimed compounds and 
composition is that the reference has not made compounds having guanidine in para 
position to the alkylene amino group on the ring. A kit containing two or more 
pharmaceutical composition is old in the art. 
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It would have been prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to obtain compounds within the generic disclosure of the 
reference, because they are structurally so similar to those claimed herein and 
positional isomers are prima facie obvious, with the reasonable expectation of achieving 
a successful pharmaceutical composition for treating cardiovascular diseases, absent 
evidence to the contrary. 

1 1 . Claims 25, 27, 42, 90-95 are free of prior art and are allowable. 
1 1 . Claims 46-50, 51-83, 96-98 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
